In both 


houses of congress are men who would 
be glad to put forth considerable effort 
inord<r to secure the establishment of 
po°tal eatings banks. The; believe tbat 
if their efforts are backed tip earnestly 
by persona throughout the country who 
want postal wvings banks, especially by 
the wage earning and fanning popnla- 
tion, a postal savings bank system can 
be made an established fact in the Unit- 
ed 8t«te& within a very short time. 


Postmaster General Gary Days he baa 


long beeu interested in postal Ravings 
batiks aud is glad he is in a position 
where he can help to bring about their 
establishment. Mr. Gary Keys be will 
co-operate heartily in any steps tbat 
may be taken in congress looking to the 
establishment of the system. Mr. Gary 
is B large employer -ot labor, and his ob- 
servation convinces him that tho man 
who saves is likely to prove tbe belt 
workman and give the best satisfaction 
to his employer. Anything tbat can be 
done to promote habits of saving, he 
taluks, toads greatly to the stability of 
government. 
Mr. Gary has been con- 


nected for eoino years with a private 
savings bank in Baltimore, and bis ex- 
perience has led him to believe tbat the 
government conld greatly benefit the 
people and itself by nwing tbe postofflce 
as a means for collecting nad protecting 
tbe savings of persons of small incomes. 


Generally speaking, the representa- 


tives from the central west and tbe 
northwest are especially favorable to 
tbe proposition to tho establishment of 
postal savings banks. The extreme east- 
ern states, especially New York and the 
New England states, are so mach bet- 
ter supplied with savings banks than 
other sections of the country that tbe 
representatives from those states feel 
there it not so much demand (or postal 
savings BO far aa they are concerned. 
But they appreciate keenly the need for 
each banks in other parts of the coun- 
try and wonld not be disposed to stand 
iu the way of their establishment. Con- 
gressman Fowler of New Jersey, for in- 
stance, points out that most of the sav- 
ings banks of the east aro trustee sav- 
ings banks, operated solely for the bene- 
fit of the depositors, aud that these 
banks therefore conld have no selfish 
interest in opposing anything tbat 
might be for the benefit ot the people. 
Senator Proctor of Vermont i» strongly 
in favor of postal savings banks and 
hopes to see them established. 


Serious opposition to postal savings 


banks, if there eball be any, is most 
likely to come largely from tbe old line 
states' right Democrats of the south, 
who are opposed to any extension of the 
functions of the general government 
This opposition will be weakened much, 
however, by virtue of tbe fact that tbe 
south is tbe section of tbe country 
which, along with tbe Central west, the 
west and tbe northwest, wonld be es- 
pecially benefited by tho establishment 
of postal savings banks. The spokesman 
for the Democrats of this class is Bep- 
resentative Bailey of Texas. When 
asked his opinion of postal savings 
banks recently, Mr. Bailey bad no hesi- 
tation in saying he did not believe in 
them. Evident!; he had not given 
much thought to postal savings banks, 
but be immediately classed them in bis 
mind with other institutions to which 
he was opposed. "It wonld be • good 
thing, doubtless," be said, "for 
the 


government to take charge of my sav- 
ings. It would also be a good thing for 
the government to grind my corn and 
do many other things which I believe 
the government, and especially tbe fed- 
eral government, ought not to under- 
take. I hold to the idea th'at tbat gov- 
ernment is best which governs least." 


The northern Democrats do not seem 


to take the same view of this subject as 
does Mr. Bailey cf Texas. Congressman 
Snlzer of New York, one of the moat 
enthusiastic supporters of Bryan "in that 
state last fall, says be bdlinves in postal 
savings banks and tbat most of tbe Dem- 
ocrats would vote for their establish- 
ment. Mr. Sulicr said, however, that 
there waa no bone of getting a postal 
savings bank system from this congress 
because tbe Republicans wonld oppose 
it, W. H. fiinrichsen, the widely known 
silver champion and Democratic politi- 
cian of Illinois, favors postal savings 
banks. Bo does Congressman Campbell 
of Hamilton county, formerly* member 
of tbo Illinois state senate. Senator 
Roach of North Dakota is another Demo- 
crat who is a believer in postal savings 
banks. He thinks they would be appre- 
ciated very mach by the farmers of tbe 
northwest 


Congressman Loud of California, who 


for several years past has been chairman 
of tbe house committee on postoffloes 
and post roads, is not inclined to look 
with favor on tho proposition to uae 
the pottoffloe for tbe collection and safe 
keeping of small deposits, He say* the 
government cannot do anything so well 
as private individuals, and he believes 
in restricting it as much as possible. 
Mr. Lond's conservatism even goes so 
for as to lead him to question tbe ad- 
visability of the postofflce department 
maintaining tbe money order service. 
He says the issuing of money orders is 
nothing more or lew tban selling bills 
of exchange, which might as well be 
left to tbe banks.

Mr. Cannon does not bul.cve thtao is 
any especial antipathy to postal savings 
banks among members of (ongres.". HP 
simply says congress has not yet been 
impressed with tho belief that there is 
•widespread sentiment for their estab- 
lishment. When that sentiment mani- 
fests itself, be say, postal uavings 
banks will be organized. 


Senator Butler of North Carolina, 


one of the leading Populists vt tbe sen- 
ate, is much interested in gutting u pos- 
tal savings bank bill passed. Ho )>si 
induced tbe senate to pass a resolution 
calling for reports from consuls as to 
the working of the postal savings bank 
system in foreign countries. He also has 
bad printed as seiiato documents several 
articles bdoriug on tbe subject. Mr. 
Butler thinks the establishment of post- 
al savings banks would do much to im- 
prove the condition of tbo negroes in 
tbe south. 


Among tbe more scholarly men in the 


government service are several enthu- 
siastic advocates of postal savings banks. 
One of these is Professor Wilson, in 
charge of the Smithsonian insthruiou. 
He has investigated tbe working of snch 
banks in foreign countries, more espe- 
cially in France and Belgitpi. and is so 
impressed with their vakie that be 
tbinks the United States cugbt to es- 
tablish them without further delay. 


Mr. Barlow of the notional civil

KLONDIKE IMPOSTS; 


UNJUST RESTRICTIONS PLACED BY 


CANADA ON GOLD MINING.

That 
no fiscal scheme so Railing and <;o merci- 
less was ever before put forward by a 
professedly liberal Boveruiucuit v?e may 
eufely aSlrtu when we consider the cir- 
curn.-tauccs under \vlnch it is to be ap- 
plied end tho extraordinary hardships 
uud daugcrs which have to be faced by 
tho hunters of gold amid the rigon and 
privations of on arctic winter 


Tho featarea of the scheme are four, 


nod it 18 hard to say which is the more 
unreasonable, harsh olid obnoxious. We 
observe, m the first place, that if a 
miner should happen to arrive in the 
Yukon goldfields penniless he conld nut 
locate a claim, no jratter luw promis- 
ing might be the surface indications de- 
tected by him. In b'« own interest ho 
will not wish to disclose the richuess of 
his find niitil he has registered a claim, 
but this bo cannot do except on the 
payment of $15,'a snm which, upon the 
hypothesis, he does not pospc-;^ 


We will suppose, however, that a 


miner has managed to raise the $15 
uced^fl to pay the registration fee, but 
has had the ill lack to find the surface 
indications imperfectly sustained iu the 
subsoil, BO that during his lirst year he 
is barely able to procure food and lodg- 
ing from tue proceeds of his diggings. 
Then he is confronted by the second re 
quircnicnt of the Dominion government, 
which orders him cither to puy an an- 
nual assessment of $100 or to renounce 
his claim, though it uiipht well happen 
that the next year's digging iu another 
portion of the claim would disclose a 
large amount of treasure. Agtuu, we 
will assume that tbe gross yielt of a 
given claim during a year was •? 1,000, 
out of which, Differ the registration fee 
and annual assessment demanded by the 
government were deducted, there would 
remain |SS3. Every penny of that 
amount would probably be needed for 
food, shelter and to^»s. Nevertheless 
the miner would encounter tho third 
requirement of the Dominion govern- 
ment, which would call upon him to 
puy $200, that is to say, a royalty of 20 
pet cent on the gross yield of his claim. 
Sot having been able to eave u cent, 
tho miner, of coarse, conld not pay tbe 
royalty, und the loss of his claim would 
bo tbe yenalty. Let us take for granted 
that the gross annual yield of a claim 
were f 10,000 of $20,000. Hero aguiu it 
is obvious that, if men had bccu em- 
ployed to work it on wages at the rate 
of $10 or $15 per day, tbe exaction of a 
20 per cent royalty on tbe grois yield 
•would amount practically to a confisca- 
tion of the net profit. 


Even in tho exceptional coses where 


from $SO,000 to $100,000 might be ex- 
tracted in a single year the demand for 
T\ 20 per cent royalty would be felt to 
be excessive and tyrannical on the part 
of a government which bad done abso- 
lutely nothing to facilitate tho working* 
of the Yukon golOfields. There never 
was a more barefaced attempt to reap 
where one has not sown than this of tbe 
Ottawa authorities. It was American 
miners that discovered gold in the 
Klondike district. It is through Amer- 
ican seaports, Jnneen and St. ilichael's, 
that the northward immigration has 
since poured in and that supplies are for- 
warded. Absolutely nothing was done 
by tbe Canadian authorities for the 
maintenance of law and order in tho 
gold beating region until the hope of 
grabbing a part of the precious harvest 
caused them to dispatch thither 25 
mounted policemen, a force which pres- 
ently is to be quadrupled, 


Now, if we bear in mind the num- 


bers of tbe treasnro seekers that have 
gone northward from San Francisco and 
Seattle since the gold fever began, we 
can see that several thousand able bod- 
ied and adventurous men, almost all of 
them in the prime of life, will be agfem- 
bled at tbe Klondike during tbe ap- 
proaching winter. A community eo em- 
inently and almost exclusively virile 
would be abundantly able to make lawt 
for itself and to uphold peace and order, 
but it u nlwurd to suppose that 100 po- 
licemen can coerce it into submission to 
oppressive l*w« made by outriders. The 
work of ascertaining the grots outcome 
of every claim, which in tbe condition 
precedent to tbe intake of a 30 per cent 
royalty, would require the vigilant and 
incessant serivdes of hundreds of police- 
men, and hundreds of others would be 
needed to form a cordon arooud tbe dis- 
trict so as to prevent a miner who bad 
"struck it rich" from escaping with bis 
dust and nuggets into the neighboring 
American territory. 


Tbe troth i that undei; any probable 


circumstance* the collection of the pro- 
posed 20 per. cent royalty would prove 
impracticable, aud any attempt to col- 
lect H in tbe state of things that will 
exist tbis winter at Klondike is likely 
to occasion disturbances of a Brave char- 
acter. Should tbe 110 policemen whom 
tho Dominion government expect* to 
have at it« disposal in the district un- 
dertake to we force for the purpose of 
wearing tbe assessments and royalties 
prescribed by law we sfionlH not be 
•m-prixed to hear that they bad been 
qjoictly made prisoners and disarmed, 
and either (hipped back to Canada or 
allowed to ftoyo parole. 


Theft; is still another feature of tbe 


pkn to squeeze the Klondike devised at 
Ottawa which in theory may look well 
onongh, but which in practice will be 
likely to erase a good deal of trouble. 
We refer to tbe regulation that in all 
placer xroundg every alternate claim is 
to lie reserved for the government, which 
will sell or work it for tbe benefit of 
tbe revenue of tbe Dominion. This is 
to revert to Spanish traditions with a 
vengeacce. The inevitable effect of such 
a law, could it tx> put in force, would 
be to deter miners of every nationality, 
including Canadians tbemtelveft, from 
seeking to discover any more placers in 
Csnadiau territory. All the efforts of 
tbe gold hunters now gathered at Klon- 
dike, or on their way thither, would, 
M icon at that district is exhausted, be 
directed to finding timilar deposit*1 
within tbe American boundaries.
